The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although 
Chen (US PAT No. 6,329,835) teaches output buffers with neighbor sensing of wide bus 
and control signals, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to 
modify the teaching of Chen, to further includes, among other things, the specific of a 
bidirectional driver/receiver or a method of switching a source terminated driver being 
switched by the enable logic to a high impedance state upon detection by the sensor 
that a reflection of the signal sent by the driver subsequent to driving a signal on the 
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transmission line, if the enable input has been switched to a nonenabling logic level, 
etc., as set forth in the claims.
